(3) The sheriff of each county, or the 

sheriff's designee, is entitled to voting membership on the 

joint 911 service board. 
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NEW SUBPARAGRAPH . ( 4 ) The ch i ef of police of each city 

operating a public safety answering point, or the chief of 

police's designee, is entitled to voting membership on the 

joint 911 ser . ce board of the county where the city is 

ed.
